The 
liquor act will be put Into force when 
the commissioners make deaired ar­ 
rangements which are expected to be 
completed within several weeks. 
The prohibition act, which closed 
the bars and all public drinking place« 
throughout the province, 
came 
Into 
force on the first day of October, 1917, 
daring the war, when the people, by 
a small majority, voted to prohibit 
the sale of liquor except by govern­ 
ment dispensaries 
In order to pur­ 
chase liquor under the prohibition act, 
it was necessary to first obtain a 
prescription from a medical doctor for 
which a fee of $2.00 was charged. The 
maximum quantity purchasable from 
a government dispensary was two gal­ 
lons of Uqnor. Bo great was the rash 
on the dispensarles and so many pre­ 
scriptions were being Issued, that the 
government at the scad on of the latía­ 
is ture in 1990 amended the prohibition 
act prohibiting the aala at govern­ 
ment dispensarlas of mora than eight 
o umms on a doctor's prsaniptloa.
